The tJiionoii System. 

Gannon's system was based upon the 
alleged discovery that on the posteriors 
of the bovine race, reaching from the ' 
vulva and extending down over the ud- 
der and on the inside of the thighs, a 
portion of the hair grew upward ami j 
was easily distinguished from the sur- 
rounding hair, growing downward. In . 
sodoing. the upward hair takes different 
shapes, which he calls escutcheons. The 
size and shape of these indicate thequan- 
tity of milk the cow will give and the 
length of time she will continue to milk 
after calving. This latter was also af- i 
feeted bj » rtain tufts of coarse hair or 
blemishes on the escutcheon. 

Then he noticed the character of the 
hair growing upon the escutcheon, the 
color of the >kin under it. and the qual- 
ity of the skin. It depends upon the 
quality of the hair and the skin to define 
the quality or richness of the milk the 
animal will give. The indications of the 
best quality by the hair are w here the 
hair is short, soft, silky, furry: and, by 
the skin, when- the skin is soft, Iikeakid 
glove, very oleaginous, unctuous with 
the richness or fat pervading the animal 
and exuding through the skin and form- 
ing dandrnn. 

fhe nearer the color of tin* skin comes 
to that peculiar rich yellow or copper 
color which GueuoQ calls Indieune. or 
nankeen color, the better it is. Particu- 
lar attention must lw given to tlc-s.. 
points, for they bare a great bearing on 
the judgment to be formed: and the i>- 
eutehcou is only to Ik- judged in connec- 
tion with these and other points. 

In addition to the escutcheon, the hair, 
the skin, and the color of the skin, there 
are other points quite necessary to in- 
terpret infallibly. These arc I he breed, 
the size, the feed, the care and treatment, 
the surroundings (such as climate, tem 
perature). period of gestation, and age 
of the animal. For instance, we should 
not judge the little Jersey from the 
standpoint of the Durham. In one case 
the size of the Jersey, even with the 
sanie class. d escutcheon, would indicate 
a less quantity of milk; yet the Jersey 
would most probably indicate a better 
quality. So we would not judge an 
Ayrshire from the same p.iiut. of view as 
a grade cow or a so-called native. Differ- 
ent breeds to have a prevalence of a 
similar class of escutcheon. Thus a 
Jersev will rather incline to the Selvage 
and Bicorn escutcheons; a Durham and 
a Dutch, to the Flanders; white grade 
cows will be of more variety in their 
escutcheon and harder to place in a class, 
from the mixture of two classes of es- 
outcheon being brought together, as de- 
veloped on two breeds or mixed breeds. 

The rules of the system are as applica- 
ble to calves and bulls as to cows; for by 
them can be told, after three months, 
whether it will pay to raise the calf, or 
to dispose of it. In either sex, the young 
should be judged by class and size of 
escutcheon, by the color and texture of 
the skin and hair. Thus .1 saving is 
effected in not being at the expense of 
raising a poor calf and not being dis- 
appointed in future results. From this 
ability lo raise or purchase only the best, 
the improvement of the herds will be 
verv great and we shall breed oulv the 
best.— IF. P. Hazzard, in Ohio Farmer.

A Just reseriidion of Demo racy. 

A political party in this country is not 
a flock of sheep or a drove of cattle, 
led or driven by a master. Nor is it a 
church with a stereotyped creed, to 
which its members must It there on pairt 
of excommunication. Nevcilheic-s, 
though its composition is more or less 
affected by advenfit io:ts circumstances, 
yet in the large andeomprehcti-iVe view 
it Is formed and guided by natural, 
philosophical and historical causes, and 
is capable of being exhibited in a suffi- 
ciently intelligible and definite manner. 
The Democratic party has now existed 
nearly a century. Its founder, its histo- 
ry, and the so i:d and political GSTOSes 
that give occasion for its existence, arc 
well known. We have, then, the means 
of determining its character and general 
purpose in American politics. In lite 
light, then, of these facts and causes, 
what is the just and proper descripl iou 
of the 1 >em... ratio party ? 

I. It is t lie- defender of the pol . 
fights of the many. It 1s the i 
aristocracy. Its founder was the author 
of tho.se immortal sentences • of the 
Declaration of Independence. "All men 
. are created equal." and "Governments 
, derive their just powers from the con- 
• sent of the governed:" the logical s<>- 
■ quem-e from which is that all men nave 
a right to a share of political power. 
1'ou will therefore naturally expect that 
( a party, having such a founder will be 
Inclined to favor the largest possihlc 
expansion of the basis of suffrage, and 
to dislike all restrictions on account of 
the want of property or culture, as well 
as on account of National origin, nice 
or complexion. You will naturally ex- 
; poet it to be the protector of the poor 
and the lowly, and that it will stretch 
, forth its hands to raise up the down- 
trodden. You will naturally expect it 
to insist upon a free ballot and a fair 
count. Both National ami State laws 
having 'his object in view (and there is 
Constitutional authority for both), will 
naturally find a watchful guardian in a 
pariy whose founder inculcated *'a 
jealous care of the right of ele -lion by 
the people." Such, cn the whole, is 
the character of the Democratic part] ; 
while its political rival law always btM n 
prone to favor invidious distinction OO 
account of National origin, pecuniary 
condition sad educational advantages, 
(lit. 11 has it stilled the political inde- 
pendence of the poor by intimidation or 
overc. me their political integrity by the 
art - "i bribery and corruption. 

'J. The Democratic party istho guard- 
ian of the linaneial and material inter- 
ests of the laboring class, it knows 
that their prosperity and improvement 
has much to do with their political in- 
dependence.

Rej ubnean partv, wli^ch has been the 
persistent friend <>f legal-tender paper 
money, and National R-ankfi and whose 
administratioa has l»oon darkened l>y 
extravagance and corruption. Lei re- 
formers take notice that in every effect- 
ual movement to l>e made lor the -11 
prossioii of monopolists and the regula- 
tion and control of overgrow n Corpora- 
tion s, the Democrats will lead the van. 

8. The Democratic party is the cham- 
pion of the constitutional rights of indi- 
vidua's. With its great founder, it re- 
gards freedom of religion, freedom of 
the press, freedom of speech, freedom, 
of person under the protection of habeas 
corpus, and trial by juries Impartially 
selected, as among the e-scntial princi- 
ples of our Government. The bills of 
rights incorporated in the National and 
Mate Constitutions, have ever been its 
peculiar care. Had it not been for the 
master spirits of t hat parly, the National 
Constitution would not have contained 
an}' bill of rights. In the Administra- 
tions of John Adam* and Abraham Lin- 
coln, the constitutional rights of citiz -ns 
found iu the Democrat ici party an earnest 
and effective defender. Throughout our 
history, there has been found this char- 
acteristic difference between the two 
parties. One has been the advocate of 
arbitrary legislation and arbit-ary ar- 
rests and imprisonments, and the other 
has been the:r unrelenting foe.

The sympathies of the party 
are not confined to the self-government 
of the Sta f cs, but embrace that of towns 
and cities under State laws and consti- 
tutions. Here again we find a striking 
contrast between 'the two parties; for the 
Republican party has a perpetual hank- 
ering to usurp "the functions of States 
and municipalities, now claiming State 
powers for the Nation, and again claim- 
ing municipal powers for the States in 
which they Happen t<> have control. Its 
"reconstruction policy" will ever be 
remembered as a gigantic crime against 
our American system of government- 
Its legal-tender paper money, and its 
National Hanks, belong to the same cat- 
egory of criminal usurpation. 

5. The Democratic party is loyal to 
the Union under the authority of the 
National Constitution. It cordially rec- 
ognizes the Constitution as "the su- 
preme law of the land." With Jeffer- 
son, it is unalterably in favor of " the 
preservation of the General Government 

111 its whole constitutional vigor, as the 
sheet-anchor of our peace at home and 
safety abroad." A cardinal object of 
the Constitulion having been to "secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity," nothing can be more 
natural or suitable than that the Demo- 
cratic party should be the earnest de- 
fender of its authority. The opponents 
of the Democracy sustain the Constitu- 
tion when it answers their party pur- 
poses. When it suited those purposes 
to nullify a perfectly constitutional law. 
they did not stick at doing it. When 
Democrats were pleading in behalf of 
measures suited to save the Union with- 
out bloodshed, they scoffed at them as 
" Union Savers," and their leaders were 
willing to " let the Union slide" rather 
than give up their political schemes. 
Genuine Democracy has always been 
devoted to the Union and the Constitu- 
tion at all hazards, and such must be its 
sublime and unchanging attitude

The ideal summer beverage yet re- 
mains to be discovered. Stimulants, of 
whatever nature, are obviously misap- 
plied when used as ordinary drinks, and 
medicinal or medicated waters, however 
useful as agreeable vehicles for the ad- 
ministration of small doses of medicine, 
ought certainly to be avoided as mere 
thirst quenchers. Warm and simply 
nourishing drinks are generally distaste- 
ful in warm weather, and the thirsty 
mortal finds himself compelled to resort 
to cold or iced beverages. The danger 
of suddenly and severely depressing th« 
temperature of any part of the organ- 
ism for the mere sake of a momentary 
sensatiort of pleasure docs not need to tie 
insisteil upon, especially in view of the 
death of Dr. Hreen. of Brooklyn, only a 
day or two ago. Beyond the amount of 
fluid needed to compensate for the loss 
by perspiration it is well not to drink 
excessively. In fact, to quote the I^on- 
Uou La,**l;. " TiuJ pei^tatnl iiiiSa l ll S iasi' 
of liquids increases ,,r maintains tho; 
sense of need it is desired to satisfy. The 
organism rapidly adapts itself to the cir- 
cumstances and requirements of the 
moment. It is thrown into a perspira- 
tion, the skin being set toliminate fluid, 
the action will be continued, and tho de- 
mand for fluid will be perpetuate.!, not 
only to replace what has been secreted 
by the sweat glands anil cast off, but to 
provide further work for the skin! set- 
ting up a drain which is unnatural, in 
asmucn as it outruns the necessity iff af- 
fording relief for the augmented blood- 
pressure in the superficial vessels in 
which an outbreak 'if perspiration origi- 
nates. If any enterprising caterer should 
be able to devise an agreeable drink 
which is neither too stimulating nor 
medicated with salines', ferrttgdnois com- 
pounds or phosphates, but simply nour- 
ishing, like barley-yvater. he will confer 
mblic benefit. 

\merica, particularly, the great im- 
bibiation of alcohol in summer is a source 
of great evil, and this is just what the 
average American will not recognize. 
He will not learn that alcohol is a fuel. 
A large per cent, of the sunstrokes that 
occur would never have to be recorded 
were it not for the fact that the sufferer 
has been drinking, and in the hospital 
books the entries often read, "suffering 
from sunstroke and alcoholism." Of late 
years "dairies" have sprung up about 
New York, and doubtless save many a 
heated man from adding to his discom- 
fort by means of alcoholic drinks. A cool 
glass of milk is most refreshing and 
takes away the desire for something 
stronger, Buttermilk used to be a great 
summer beverage, but has come to be 
neglected, in New York, at least. The 
penny ice industries of the sidewalks, 
where a compound of citric-acid is sold, 
have grown to large proportions; fre- 
quently they an? combined with stalls 
for the sale of crullers and pies, and the 
urchin who has live cents can feast and 
disport himself. On the excursion boats 
about New York in the various cool places 
of public resort may be heard cries like 
that of a waiter who last night sang into 
the cars of SOO people: " Fresh— ct>ol -- 
boor soda, saspai ilia -ginger-ale --lem- 
onade!"

Adulterations of the most 
familiar drugs ate almost universal. 
Citrate of magnesia is made with only 
one-half or three-fourths its wonted 
strength; Cincture of iodine, one-fourth 
to three-fourths; laudanum, half to three- 
fourths The laudanum of the stores is 
exceedingly unreliable, the cheaper 
preparations being weak in proportion 
to the price. There may bo some con- 
nection between this fact and the lack of 
success of so many would-be suicides. 
Paregoric is very commonly diluted one- 
half, and often contains no benzoic acid 
and but one-fourth t he Standard propor- 
tion of opium. Aqua ammonia, sweet 
spirits of nit re and a long catalogue of 
others arc similarly manipulated. The 
various oils -rose, lemon, bergamont, 
orange, rose geranium, etc., are nearly 
one-half alcohol. 

"But to conid dnwn to the actual al- 
teration of prescriptions. I have here a 
number of documents which tell their 
own stories," and the physician took a 
package of duplicate prescriptions from 
a pigeon-hole. "These bits of paper 
expose the delinquencies of more than a 
dozen of Philadelphia drug stores, and 
represent similar irregularities in scores 
of others'. Il'-re Is the copy of tho pre- 
scription as written by the physicians. 
On the same slip is \\w pharmacist's re- 
vision of it. I need not exjdain how 
this information came into my posses- 
sion, but it is strictly accurate, and the 
druggists, whose names I have in each 
case, are all registered and graduates 
from schools of pharmacy. Here is one 
that calls for fifteen grains of iodoform, 
one dram balsam or Peru, and one ounce 
of cosmoline The compounding drug- 
gist followed instrn<£ons accurately, 
with the trilling exception of st bstitut- 
ing two grains of iodine for th" fifteen 
grains of iodoform. Iodine acts as an 
irritant, while the effect of iodoform is 
quite different. The physician was not 
slow iii discovering I lie irregularity and 
promptly returned the prescription. An- 
other reads: Malto peptine. 12 grains; 
lacto peptine. 12 grains; citrate caffeine, 
6 grains. It was tilled thus: Saeehar- 
atcd pi psin, 28 grai ns} c itrate caffeine, 2 
grains -strictly adheres to the weight, 
you will notice, but i» somewhat irregu- 
lar as to ingredients. This one calls for 
two drams of potassic permanganate to 
two ounces of water. The pharmacist 
wa n t miserly with the water, but evi- 
dently concluded that half a dram of the 
permanganate would suffice. "Cincho- 
nia sulphate, SO grains; strychnia sul- 
phate, three -fourths of a grain: arsenions 
acid, throe-fourths of a grain;" under 
the wizard hand of the prescription clerk 
lo-cs two of its ingredients, and comes 
out plain cinchona sulphate, and the 
druggist from whose file this was taken 
universally fills it in the same simple 

way. 

"Bread crumbs play a conspicuous 
part iu this next one. The physician 
wrote 'Citrate caffeine. 20 grains; bro- 
mide lithium. 12 grains.' The inscruta- 
ble wisdom of the druggist substituted 
one grain for the twenty, two grains for 
the twelve, and made up for all deficien- 
cies yvith twenty-nine grains of bread 
crumbs. SeidlHapowders made to cost 
just half what thoy should by using 
eipial parts of Roetielle salts and bicar- 
bonate of soda in the blue paper, when 
the Rochelle salts should constitute 
throe-fourths of the mixture. — Philadel- 
phia Press. 

An Eastern Romance. 



The reported death of the deposed 
gai kwar of tho principality of Baroda, 
in Western India, closes another chap- 
ter in an Eastern romance .veil worth 
the attention of any historical novelist. 
Some years ago the gaek.var was de- 
tected in a deliberate attempt to poison 
Colonel Phayre, the British resident at 
his court, aifd was dethroned forthwith. 
The vacant throne was filled by a youth 
of twelve, originally the son of a Hindu 
peasant. The Princess having seen the 
child in his native village and taken a 
fancy to him, adopted him ;i.s her own. 
This adoption, according to native ideas, 
made him in all respects her lawful son 
and heir. A similar adoption formed the 
basis of the claim put forward by Nana 
Sah il>. and disallowed by ti»e fcnglish 
Government with such fatal results.

Now, to "nderstanil the solemnity of 
this story, you nui-st believe thai Hop- 
kins was a man entirely without iiua.;ri- 
statkn— Frank Blair and I ilecideii that 
when we tirst made his acquaintance 
years ajro. and have never changed ortr 
opinion. We wen then two Toottg <»e- 
niu-e.s who hyped to soar to fame on the 
■win^s of art, the most imaginative art of 
all. ligure painting, and we knew and 
Men glad to hail imagination wherever 
we saw it. H«'<ides. as Blair truly re- 
turn ko.l Hopkins was a man whose vo- 
cation it was to make money, somehow, 
on the stoek exchange; so one might as 
well look for imagination in a model en- 
gaged at a shilling an hour. Then, 
again, the man's face was sufficient to 
assure you that he was not blessed with 
auy such quality. It is a large face, 
rattier ll;ibliy. and sprinkled with 
freckles; the nose is short and thick and 
lip. chin and cheeks quite destitute of 
hair. Hopkins' hotly, too, is almost in- 
clined to corpulence; he dresses in a 
commonplace manner, his lingers arc 
short and thick; so I think we may safe- 
h settle, to start with, that Hopkins is a 
very ordinary man, and has no imagina- 
tion. 

I Scarcely rememl>er how we lirst 
foregathered with Hopkins. He was 
lianllv the man we should have chosen 
for an intimate friend : ye.t, at one time, 
\vc saw a good deal of him. In those 
jolly old days Frank and I lodged in 
modest rooms together and shared u 
.studio. | think Mr. Levi Solomon, the 
pict nre-dealer, to whom when har.llv 
prepMd wc would sell a picture or two. 
iuoiight him to us as a gentleman who 
desired a personal interview. It was. of 
course, against Solomon's secret wishes 
that the introduction took place, as the 
worthy Israelite did not approve of direct 
transactions between artist and colic, tor, 
bin Hopkins was doubtless a good cus- 
tomer and Mood Bra, so one day Solomon 
Conducted him to our studio. * We must 
have been in funds at that moment, for 
I rcmemher we treated poor Solomon 
rather cavalierly, and as for Hopkins, we 
looked upon him as a being from another 
sphere— n Philistine- ; a creature whose 
presence in the world eotild only be 
tolerated from the stern necessity that an 
artist must nil his pictures to some one 
in order to liv^ Our ideas of tin- gran- 
deur and importance of the true mission 
of art were rwrj lofty in those days, es- 
pecially if we happened to have a few 
pound! in our pockets. Hopkins to us 
was one of a cla^sof men »\ ho buv young 
artists 1 pictures, solely with a Vfew of 
realising anndreda par cent, on the in- 
vestments when fame comes to the 
painter. 

However, whether from mercenary 
inclinations or for the many good quali- 
ties that adorned us. Hopkins took a great 
fancy to us, and sought our society from 
that day. Of course, he had the usual 
c 'inmcrcial faults, and not a few de no t e 
of education; but he had a great and 
proper reverence for genius, and delight- 
ed to do it homage —at least so we un- 
derstood the meaning of those little 
dinners he gave us at his own chambers 
and various other places. As artists, 
alter all. are but mortal, and, when 
youngand struggling, not too highly fed. 
we accepted Hopkins' attentions in the 
spirit we fancied they were meant, and, 
after a bit, tolerated him: indeed, even 
began to think he was a desirable a • - 
qnalntanoe — so moved by a feeling of 
gratitude for his civilities, only doubled 
t he market price of the pictures wecould 
at times induce him to buy. 

We enjoyed the dinners he gave us very 
much, but I am sure Hopkins enjoyed 
himself more when we were kind enough 
to condescend to invite him to spend an 
evening at our lodgings. He gave up 
Lalite and choice cigars; we only placed 
pipes ami w hisky upon the table; but 
then, as he said, our rooms, if humble, 
>\ ere the abode of art, which he honored. 
Altogether Hopkins was not a bad sort, 
and those were merry old times. 

If Hopkins did not himself take a 
leading part in tho conversation during 
these evening entertainments, he was, 
tit least, a capital listener, and, some- 
how, whejt rrank Blair and I, as was 
our wont, got into a lively discussion on 
things in general and aft in particular, 
we had contracted the habit of address- 
ing our remarks to our guest, much in 
the same way that honorable members 
address t heir words to t he Speaker.

They have one excellent effect upon 
the whole physical system, feeding the 
brain as well as a Iding lo the Mesh, and 
keeping the blood pure; also preventing 
constipation and correcting a tendency 
to acidity, which prodaees rheumatism 
and neuralgia. They will cool off tho 
feverish condition of iite systcrai in/act. 
they are far better for these purposes 
than the many nostrums which are 
highly praised in the advertisements, 
and are so constantly purchased by suf- 
ferers. A ripe raw apple is digested in 
an hour and a half, while a boiled po- 
tato takes twice the time. 

While apples can lw purchased at 
cheap rates, every family should keep a 
dish of them in the dining-room, where 
the children can have access to and cat 
all they please of them. They will rare- 
ly receive any injury from them if they 
are thoroughly masticated. Baked 
apples should be as constant a dish upon 
the table as potatoes. Kvery breakfast 
and tea table should have a plate of 
them. Bakeil sweet apples are a very 
pleasant addition to a saucer of oatmeal 
pudding, and. when served with sweet 
cream, they are very appetizing. 

They are not so commonly used M 
they should be. as they will supply as 
much muscular and nervous support as 
dishes of meat and vegetables. Tliotl- ' 
sands of bushels of sour apples are used 
for pies and puddings in hundreds of 
families where well-baked sweet apples 
would prove more nou railing food and 
much more economical. They are also 
good fiM.d for old people. an<l are usually 
greatly relished by them. In my own 
family they are always, when in season, 
a part of t lie meals of the day. and are 
as commonly used as a slice of bread.— 
Counlrv Gentleman.

The Holy War. 

Since the present disturbances broka 
out in Egypt the mollah has been bring- 
ing his political intluenee conspicuously 
into play. Knowing well their power 
for political ends, one of Arabi Bey s lirst 
moves when he saw that hostilities were 
inevitable was to gather together the 
mollahs and dervishes of Cairo and send 
them out into the Nile valley villages to 
preach a holy war in every mosque. The 
result of this was that a large number of 
young men. inflamed by religious enthu- 
siam, abandoned their homes. Mocked 
into the larger towns, and there clam- 
ored to be armed and sent to the front 
along with Arabi' 8 other warriors. In 
Cairo the combined religious and politi- 
cal machine has been worked by Arabi 
most effectively. He has used the Cairo 
sheikhs for his purposes, and they have 
used and are still using the populace for 
their purposes. The great t'lema or 
teachers of the mosque of El Azhar stand 
ready to denounce Sultan Abdul Hamid 
and to proclaim the Arab grand cherif 
of Mecca as the true calif of Islam if 
Turkey sends a man into the country to 
tight against the Egyptians. Although 
the sympathies of the Constantinople 
hierarchy are personally in favor of 
Arabi's contentions, there is a party 
which is seriously debating whether it 
would be legitimate for Turkey, in the 
event of certain contingencies, to give its 
sanction to the proclamation of holy wars 
which must not be departed from upon 
any pretext. The fratners of the code, 
like wise men, therefore affirmed thai 
no jehad could be recognizable which 
was not proclaimed under certain wcl 
defined conditions. The mollahs who 
have been at work between Cairo and 
Alexandria, and even yi Tantah. where 
Ihe deplorable massacre of Europeans 
took place a short time ago, have en- 
deavored to put aside these i ditions as 

frilling or to conceal fhei 
no hing about them.

The horse's hoof necessarily sees the 
hardest service <>f any portion of his 

si met tire : and is the only part that can 
be mutilated by cutting and burning, as 
is the common practice, by men calling 
themselves sbocra, and by nails made too 
large and driven too deep, Bvery horae 
owner of experience will, when he h:i* 

occasion for the first time to have a colt 

shod, select a smilli who will do as the 
owner directs, and not follow the prac- 
tice generally in vogue in times past , and 
still too commonly practiced. It is prob- 
able that ontsideof the farm, more horses 
are dcfectiVe in the feet than in any 
other part. This comes from the com- 
bined influences of hard usage and mu- 
tilation in shoeing. Largely from the 
hitter, because a hoof properly trimmed 
and shod will stand an extraordinary 
amount of contact, however rough, with 
every sort of pavement in use. 

It is within the power of l he farmer to 

breed horses nritfa properly-formed hoofs, 
and equally in his power to preserve these 
in proper form, bv seeing that they ere 
kept in the shape thai Nature gavetheni. 
If a tint footed "sire or dam is bred from, 
then, of course, the penalty is incurred 
of having a pretty BOod soft ground hoof, 
but ill no wiM -nidi a one :is will stand 
Oaenpbfl hard roads and paved slice!-. 
The yoong horse on whom is bred a 

properly -shaped foot, goes to the smith 

for the lirsl time, carrying a wide heel, 
a smooth enter surface, and a sharp ring 
at the outer circle below. The man who 
is well Informed as tojtbe foot, goes to 
the average smith the tirst time with a 

feeling of dread. 

A prop e r ly- formed hoof, on the well- 
bred colt, is straight from the ton down- 
wards, and has exactly the circular form' 
that should he maintained : the sln>o in 
every case being fitted to the foot, and 

not, "as is the practice with the average 
smith, who cuts and rasps the hoof to 
tit the shoe. With the botch, it is much 
easier to do tin- latter than the former, 
for when the shoe is once made fast, it 
is but the work of a moment to cut away 
and rasp down the projecting rim of 
horny structure. 

The forward portion of the hoof is 
tirm. and somewhat thick, as compared 
to the lamina at the heel, and cuts much 
harder. Hence it is easier for the smith 
to pare down the heel at the bottom of 
the foot than to cut away the toe in like 
manner. 

The directions should be. to cut, with 
a sharp buttress, from the bottom of the 
hoof, till it is of the right depth from 
top do wnwar ds. At this stage of the 
cutting, the hoof will assume the circular 
form, and to this form the shoe should 
be accurately tilted — so accurately, that 
no rim of hoof will project beyond the 
shoe - -it any ra'e, not more than an 
eighth <-f an .inch, except where, as is 
often the case, a point of hoof on one 
side projects further than the Opposite 
side in which case the foot reuntrea to 
be made true. 

The nails for a well-bred horse, having 
a tough hoof, should be considerably less 
in size than are proper to be used on a 
draft-horse: and in the case of the former 
they should not extend upwards into the 
hoof more than live-eighths of an inch. 
For the horse of medium size and the 
ie-.iv v draft-horse three-fourlhsto seven- 
eighths of an inch will be admissible. The 
face of the hoof should under no pre- 
tence be rasped or tiled, neither should 
anv smith be allowed to hold a hot shoe 
to the bottom Of the foot. The surface 
remains, as in the unshod colt, elastic, 
throngh the oil and moisture furnished 
to it." lbil when rasped, this escapes, 
and the foot becomes brittle and liable 
to fever. The burning of the lwttoni of 
the hoof is barbarous, and dee£oetfr*to 
the tissues. — National 
nal.

A further 
condition of the legalit y of a holy war is 
that the lawful spiritual head of a race 
which goes to war shall join personally 
the camp of those who have proclaimed 
it and all the subjects of the belligerent 
state, whether uahammednns or Chris- 
tians, are bound to take, part in it- A 
curious fact about a holy war is that, 
according to the Mohammed. in code, it 
cancels nil debt*, both of the state and 
private individuals. For this reason 
alone Arabi Hey would 1m- anxious to 
have the Sultan's support in the procla- 
mation of a holy war, for Egypt could 
then dispute the claims of the French 
and English bondholders, anil those 
private Europeans possessing property 
in Egypt or jtistlv-acipiired credits from 
Egyptians would have to whistle for 
their money. When Sultan Mahmond 
II. ordered the massacre of thi Janis- 
saries in lxi'ii and again during the late 
Htisso Turkish war (which w is pro- 
claimed tp be a holv war by an irade of 
the port.- dated the 20th of May, 18771 
these foreign obligations were

Although 
a little salt should always be sprinkled 
over a child's food, he should not be per- 
mitted to eat salted provisions of any , 
kind, nor any indigestible food, as pork, 
eooae. or even duck, and turkey should^ 
be given but sparingly. The stuffing^ 
generally used with the latter is very- 
likely to produce a fit of indigestion if 
given to a child. There are vegetables 
that a child may eat. and others that he 
ought not to partake oft potatoes, forex- 
atnple. turnips, and roots generally, are 
very wholesome, but cabbage and greens 
are provocative of internal disturbance, 
Kven potatoes, turnips and parsnips, 
however, should be mashed. And here 
let me give a won! of warning: they 
ought not to be mashed on the plate with 
the back of a fork: they will be lumpy if 
they are. The mashing ought to be com- 
plete and thorough. Puddings of sago, 
rice or semolina, or even corn poor, 
should always form a part of the eh. 1. 1 - 
dinner, and suet dumpling, if eaten 
with sirup, makes a very nice change. 

What should a child drink? Milk or 
water, with meals, or a very little tea or 
coffee well dilated with milk. Cocoa is 
most nourishing; I cannot indeed, speak 
too highly in its praise. As to beer or 
wines. 1 should say never under any cir- 
cumstances allow a child to partake of 
them, except under the orders or sanc- 
tion of a medical man. The sapper 
should be early, say six o'clock, and 
may be light pudding of anv kind, por- 
ridge and milk, or bread and butter wit h 
milk-diluted tea. Children live fast, and 
be it remembered that they reipiire more 
food in comparison to their size than 
"rown-up people do, for thc£ have not 
only to repair the waste of tissue, but to 
bniJd and feed bone and nerve and mus- 
cle. Even between meals, therefore, if 
occasion demands it, do not deny them 
a crust of bread. 

There is little ueed of physic where 
children are well eared for, well clothed, 
and well fed. If a laxative be needed, 
either a tcasptxinful of magnesia may Ixj 
mixed in the pap, or little Buld magnesia 
administered; but renicml>or that mag- 
nesia too often given is apt to form con- 
cretions of a dangerous character. Cas- 
tor-oil warmed, so as to make it run 
easy, is sometimes good, the only objec- 
tion to its administration being that force 
is required, and I know by experience 
that a child will sometimes struggle sc 
against swallowing medicine as to cause 
itself mischief. Sirup of rhubarb is an- 
other harmless aperient, and one that 
will not weaken the child; but after all, 
the less medicine you give the better, 
unless the child be actually fevered, and 
then it is time to send for the doctor.— 
Harper's Weekly.

The Missiesippi River CommUnon met 
again to-day at army headquarters. An- 
other appeal was made by the Vioksburg 
delegation toward securing, if possible, a 
certain amount of mouey, $200,000, to 
carry on the work of improvement there. 
They seemed anxious that the dredging of 
tbe canal and basin in front of tbe eleva- 
tor and levee should be carried out. The 
matter was postponed for the preeeet. 
The commission decided to recommend the 
continuation and protection of Delta 
Point. The allotments made yesterday 
were reconsidered aud a few amendments 
made, the principle of which was the 
transfer of $100,000 each from allotments 
of New Madrid and Plum Point, and $50, 
000 from that of Lake Providence to the 
unallotted balance. The allotments for 
these places, ae they now ataud are. New 
Madrid, $700,000; Plum Point. $700,000; 
Lake Provides ce, $»5 >0,000. The other 
allotments re main as before. For Mem- 
phis harbor and work, $300,000; closing 
gaps in levcea, $1,800,000, and contin- 
gent fund, $473,000. Thia makes upthe 
allotment of $4,I"3,000. The Commission 
recommended to tho War Department that 
immediate preparation be mule lo keep 
open tbe mouth of the Red River by 
dredging, as heretofore, at low water. 

Tho next meeting of the Commisaion 
will be in St. Louis, early in September j

Kentucky, but still thero is a greater un- 
dercurrent of reform among Judges and 
officials of all kinds than is manifested in 
this vote.

A correspondent of tbe Louisville 
Cotirler-Jo'irnal, writing from Washing- 
ton thus sums up a full consideration of 
the River and Harbor Bill. 

The vote by which the River and Har- 
bor Bill was carried in the two houses 
over tbe veto supplies a healthtnl moral. 
It was not a party cr sectional vole. Each 
party contributed its fair quota to the , 
passage of the measure, and though the'

Let this sys- 
tem of public works once be arrestee 1 by 
demagogism and faction marshaled by a 
venal railroad press and those who help 
such a consummation will soon hear from 
their constituents in a way they will 
be apt to remember. 

Tbo vote in the two houses shows that 
the spirit of independence of Exseutive 
dictation is not lost, but survives, and is 
able to defy an Executive behest. It 
shows, further, that (he metropolitan 
press does not control public opinion or 
Congress when it is in contllot with the 
great interests of the people 

It shows, I nally, that the River and 
Harbor Bill, which has for year after 
year received two-third majorities in 
Congress, is, in the opinion of those who 
have every motive to know and opportu- 
nity to study publio opinioa, one of Ihe 
roost popular of all the bills beforo Con- 
gress.
